The long battle over having the school built on * 
suitable site, followed by months of school board wrangling over 
who would attend the school and what kind of school it would be, 
is over and the school will open on Tuesday, September 7.

WHERE WERE THE BALLPLAYERS? 
BALLFIELDS BET LITTLE SUPPORT

A number of factors combined at the Monday, August 16 city 
council special meeting to throw cold water on the proposal for 
developing part of parcel 7 (near Boxwood Village) as an athletic 
field. Ever since 1971 when the city purchased the land as part 
of the $950,000 bond issue, disagreements have developed over 
the use of the 8.8-acre tract bounded by Crescent and Ridge roads, 
and Lastner and Ivy lanes. Monday night was no exception. 

The first consideration stressed to the new soccer and women’s 
by many speakers was that the 
increased attractiveness of the Lake 
Park area makes it undesirable to 
provide another facility that might 
cause a spillover of Lake traffic 
and visitors into the Boxwood sub¬ 
division area. One Boxwood resi¬ 
dent complained that on the Fourth 
of July she had to stand in front 
of her driveway to reserve space 
for her out-of-town guests. “The 
Lake Park has gotten out of hand” 
was the theme and there were sug¬ 
gestions for park fences, user tax¬ 
es, etc. 

Pressure from Boxwood 

The second factor was the pres¬ 
sure felt by council from Boxwood 
residents who opposed the ball 
field because it would allegedly 
cause noise and air pollution, litter 
and personal inconvenience. About 
40 Boxwood residents attended the 
meeting and all who spoke opposed 
the ballfield. The Boxwood Civic 
Association, through its president, 

Muriel Weidenfeld, said that it only 
favored a playground. It was feared 
that the development of a ballfield f* 
would create an increase in traffic, 
noise from the beltway, car fumes 
and diminish the greenbelt. Mr. 
and Mrs. Austin Green said that 
litter will present even more of a 
problem than it does now if a field 
is established. 

Public Support Missing 

The third factor was the lack 
of demonstrated support from the 
public in general for either a ball 
field on parcel 7 or for additional 
fields elsewhere. About six speak¬ 
ers from the audience spoke up in 
favor of more ballfields. Most 
represented organized leagues. 

Other arguments introduced a- 
gainst the development of parcel 
7 took a more general form. Sev¬ 
eral Boxwood residents objected to 
organized sports and argued for 
free play areas - “let kids be kids.” 

Another objected to the ballfield 
on the grounds that Greenbelt ap¬ 
peared to be aging and no longer 
needs as many fields. How serious 
these arguments were intended 
could be noted bv the fact that no 
one objected to placing the ballfield 
on some site other than parcel 7, 
such as the sanitary landfill. 

City Report 

City manager James K. Giese 
presented a report outlining the 
shortage of ball fields in Green¬ 
belt. Giese said that Braden Field 
is overtaxed, (more than 1,000 
games played a year) and it is im¬ 
possible to make the vital large- 
scale soil improvements during the 
year, because the field is booked 
solid. According to the city, Bra¬ 
den Field must remain idle for 
about a year to accomplish these 
changes properly. 

He said that other fields in town 
were inadequate. The Board of 
Education has to use city facilities 
because the Center School has no 
field of its own - neither does St. 

Hugh’s school. The North End 
field is poorly laid out. The Lake¬ 
wood-Northway park area is es¬ 
sentially a sandlot area and is 
inadequate. The Greenbelt junior 
high fields and the Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt senior high school fields must 
be shared with other communities. 

At the same time, Giese said, 
the number of activities vying for 
the few fields is growing, pointing

teams. 

According to recreation depart¬ 
ment calculations, there is an even¬ 
tual need for 6 athletic fields in 
addition to the 5 Greenbelt has 
at present. Recognizing that no 
matter where ballfields are placed 
some neighbors will object, Giese 
said that he is advocating that the 
new ballfields be spread around 
town so that no one area will be 
impacted unduly. In any event, 
he said, the development of new 
ballfields is a long-term proposi¬ 
tion since no significant funds are 
now available for park develop¬ 
ment. However, he felt that areas 
should be designated for ballfields 
so that the public works depart¬ 
ment could do some grading and 
other preparation work when able. 

Boxwood Field 

The Boxwood proposal calls for 
one unlighted field area — possibly 
a combination baseball-football- 
soccer field — to be placed at the 
part of parcel 7 as far away from 
the homes as possible. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi ar¬ 
gued that with the right kind of 
buffering, permit system, berms, 
etc. the area could be protected. 
The city’s Park and Recreation 
Advisory Board, in supporting one 
unlighted field for parcel 7, also 
felt that with restrictions limiting 
organized activities and permits to 
youth programs and possibly wo¬ 
men’s leagues, and the implemen¬ 
tation of buffers of trees, earth, 
appropriate plant materials and 
fencing, the concerns of Boxwood 
residents would be reduced. 

Councilman Charles Schwan not¬ 
ed that the Little League Field on 
Southway Road (developed in 
1951) has not met with objections 
even though the field is much clo¬ 
ser to homes than the proposed 
ball field on parcel 7. 

Council Majority Opposes 

The other council members spoke 
in opposition to the ballfield. Tom 
White stressed the proximity of the 
tract to the Lake Park and en¬ 
trance to the city. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld, voicing a similar con¬ 
cern, said that “parcel 7 was lo¬ 
cated in a unique area and a ball- 
field could cause a spillover from 
the Lake Park and impact the

Library Theatre is sponsored by 
the National Parks Service and is 
in its sixth season. This theatre 
group has been performing during 
July and August at the Sylvan 
Theatre on the Washington Monu¬ 
ment grounds as well as in other 
“Summer in the Parks” programs. 
It is a non-profit organization dedi¬ 
cated to using the performing arts 
to make learning fun. Based on the 
premise that reading can be fun 
when stories come alive through 
dramatization and media re-enact¬ 
ment, Library Theatre selects chil¬ 
dren’s books for adaptation and 
presentation in performances of 
drama, puppetry and dance. 

They have performed at Wolf 
Trap Park, the Smithsonian Insti¬ 
tution, and have prepared a num¬ 
ber of television programs for use 
in the Prince George’s County 
schools. 

Under the- direction of Cherry Ad¬ 
ler, the Library Theatre group will 
perform in the Youth Center gym 
at 2 p.m., Sunday, September 5. The 
production will be- complete with 
costumes and scenery and after the 
performance, the cast will have an 
interesting hand-out for each child 
present. 

Also, on the Festival stage on 
Sunday will be the Miniature Pup¬ 
pet Theatre, familiar children’s 
stories performed by puppets from 
the Greenbelt Library; Hawaiian 
and Polynesian dancing performed 
by the “South Sea Islanders”. 

Labor Day Specials 

On Labor Day, the Festival stage 
will come alive with the perfor¬ 
mance of dixieland jazz by the 
Potomac River Jazz group and the 
Scorpio rock band. Later in the 
evening, the Bavarian-Austrian 
dance- company will perform tradi¬ 
tional German dances. 

Capping the week-end’s festivi¬ 
ties will be the Camerata Brass 
Quintet. The- Quintet is composed 
of members of the United States 
Air Fore * Concert Band stationed 
in Washington, D.C . The group 
was first organized in 1974 while 
the members were graduate stu¬ 
dents and has since been active 
throughout the metropolitan area. 
They have performed in schools, 
colleges, clinics and recitals. 

The group is composed of David 
Boltz. trumpet; David Golden, 
trumpet; Robert Daniel, tuba; Paul 
Fisher, French horn; and Michael 
Young, trombone. AH the members 
have their Master of Music degree 
from Catholic University, have been 
music teachers and/or have played 
in various orchestras around the 
country. 

Those coming to the Festival for 
a full day of stage activities are 
advised to bring their own folding 
chairs or blankets. 


Prince Georges county public school 
system. 

Students will come from all parts 
of the county—-with a few traveling 
as many as two hours each way— 
to participate in the technological 
program. There will be about 115 
in the “open enrollment” plan to 
start with, though others—up 
400 — may come if transportation is 
possible. 

Why would a student travel four 
hours a day to come to Eleanor 
Roosevelt? There is no other schooc 
in the county—and few in the coun¬ 
try—which will match the Eleanor 
Roosevelt curriculum in arts and 
sciences. Only those students who 
pass a special test and exhibit an 
aptitude for learning at the highest 
level will attend Eleanor Roose¬ 
velt’s technology program. An# 
those in the comprehensive pro¬ 
gram will also benefit from ma¬ 
chinery, equipment and instructors 
not available in other schools. 

The course offerings will not bt 
static, but will change as technol¬ 
ogy progresses. Students will learn 
about data processing on the 
school’s own computer and medicine 
in the laboratories; engineering and 
environmental life sciences, televi¬ 
sion production and astronomy wifi 
be taught. It is exhilarting to ponder 
on' all the learning—the promise 
for the future—that might eminate 
from this one school. 

The Performing Arts 

Ogden points to the sweeping 
curve of the stage in the 800-capa¬ 
city auditorium with its red seats 
and purple seats—and there are 
visions of great events taking place 
on that stage. Full theatrical pro¬ 
ductions with elaborate sets and 
costumes—with lighting effects out 
might expect from a professional 
production—are possible on this 
stage. And backstage are “Mitai 
Gaynor” dressing rooms, as Ogden 
smilingly calls the room’s lightbulb 
studded mirrors. 

The auditorium will be used by 
students to learn stage production — 
lighting and set building and such* 
—but it will also be a public fa¬ 
cility where theatre groups from 
around the county perhaps may 
have the opportunity of performing: 

There is a television studio where 
students and teachers will have 
the capability of video-taping ma¬ 
terial, and students will learn the 
mechanics of color television trans¬ 
mission and receiving. In the gra¬ 
phic arts room, three printing 
presses await the students who wifi 
produce the newspapers and the 
school’s own communications. 
There is a red-carpeted, two-level 
media center (library) with books 
and audio-visual equipment on the 
first level, and offices and study 
units on the second. 

The biology department has en¬ 
vironmental chambers for studying 
plants and animals; the teacher 
will be “on stage” as floodlights 
are placed over his demonstration 
table. 

The Missing Element 

Each room seems a little- bit dif¬ 
ferent—a little bit more special 
than one has come to expect in the 
ordinary classroom—whether it is 
lights or equipment or the public 
address system which extends t« 
the hallways or the sound smell and 
motion detectors and alarms. Bu! 
something is missing, and it is Og¬ 
den who expresses it best. “I hart 
been a principal for six months now 
without any kids. I’m looking for¬ 
ward to school starting.” And 
though one senses how thoroughly 
he has enjoyed the task unique 
for only a fc-w principals —of choos¬ 
ing desks and equipment, though 
he is intensely proud of his hand¬ 
picked staff, though he has learned 
much in working with architects 
and construction personnel, seeing 
the students filling the corridors 
and classrooms will bring the keen¬ 
est satisfaction. 

And if the school lives up to its 
promises it will produce the best 
and everyone of us will be the bene¬ 
factors. The long hassle will have 
been well worth the effort. And 
that gracious and great lady who 
gave her name to the school will 
have had her finest memorial.

Long Distance Races 

On Sunday, Setpember 5 two long 
distance races will be held.

The 
course record of 47 minutes and 49 
seconds was set in 1973 by the 1976 
Boston Marathon winner Jack 
Fultz.

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Plight of Elderly 

To the Editor: 

Congratulations on the fine arti¬ 
cle which you placed in the last 
issue of the newspaper concerning 
the referendum and elderly hous¬ 
ing. It is fine to see the news 
media state the issue as it is. 

A a senior citizen I do not write 
this article with any rancor or bit¬ 
terness against anyone. I write 
to ask all of our citizens to search 
deep in their hearts concerning el¬ 
derly housing. The article which 
appeared earlier by some one op¬ 
posed to elderly housing in Green- 
bit stated in effect that very few of 
the Greenbelt residents would oc¬ 
cupy the apartments and that the 
citizens of Washingtons’ Central 
City would be the beneficiaries of 
the housing project. 

I trust these people have now 
shown interest enough to attend 
council meetings and the special 
meetings held last week in the Rec¬ 
reation Center. This question has 
been answered and the elderly of 
Greenbelt will be given first con¬ 
sideration or priority. Quoted below 
are some facts from an article in 
last Sunday’s newspaper. I be¬ 
lieve if the people know what these 
facts are and the real plight of 
many of our Greenbelt elderly, they 
will vote on September 28 for the- 
referendum for elderly housing 
in Greenbelt, 

“-One-third of all older Ameri¬ 
cans are below or hover above the 
poverty line. 

—The average single senior citi¬ 
zen has approximately $75 a week 
on which to live. 

— 25% of all suicides in the U.S. 
are committed by people over 65. 

— We now have more Americans 
in nursing homes than in hospitals. 
In our 23,000 nursing homes we 
have 1.2 million people. One-half 
of all nursing homes can’t pass 
basic safety inspections.”

GHI Operations Exceed 
Budget In First 6 Mos.

Increases in several Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. expenditure items pro¬ 
duced overspending of $53,300 over 
what was forecast for the first 
six months of 1976. According to 
GHI comptroller Don McGinn, the 
major increases occurred in real 
estate taxes, water and sewer 
costs, frame heating costs, and ad¬ 
ministrative expenses. 

Real estate taxes are exceeding 
the budget as the direct result of 
increases in the tax rates by the 
city. State, and Park and Plan¬ 
ning, amounting to $12,400 for the 
first half-year. Additionally, the 
GHI assessment was raised by 
$435,000 (under appeal) over bud¬ 
geted estimates, accounting for 
an added $21,650 for the year. 

Water and sewer costs will ex¬ 
ceed the 1976 budget by a substan¬ 
tial amount, the exact amount will 
not be known until the effect of 
the 20% surtax on water usage for 
July, August, and September is 
known. 

In addition to this, the 1976 bud¬ 
geted estimate was based on rates 
of $1.40 per 1,000 gallons of con¬ 
sumption. The Washington Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission, how¬ 
ever, set the rate at $1.60, which 
means at least a 14% increase in 
1976 costs, or $21,000 plus the sur¬ 
tax calculations. 

Frame heating costs for the first 
six months of 1976 were $16,000 
more than estimated, mainly the 
result in new hot water heaters 
(materials only) in south end. The 
good word is that fuel oil costs in 
both frame and brick were below 
budgeted amounts (by $5 000 and 
$9,000 respectively). 

Administration costs were up 
some $6,100 over the budget. Con¬ 
tributing factors were the rental 
of the new mag card typewriter in 
the manager’s office and the direc¬ 
tor’s idemnification insurance that 
were not included in the 1976 bud¬ 
get. Also, extra work was done by 
the staff* on the exterior of the -ad¬ 
ministration building during re¬ 
furbishing, 

On the income side, revenue re¬ 
ceived was some $2,300 over the 
forecast as the result of greater in¬ 
terest being earned on invested 
funds. 

Total income for the first six 
months of 1976 amounted to $1,- 
608 700 and total disbursements to 
$1680.000, producing a deficit of 
$71,300. Such deficits for the first 
six months are the usual case be¬ 
cause of the seasonal nature of 
GHI expenditures. The oomnara- 
ble deficit in 1975 was $37,000 and 
in 1974, $206 100.

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City Council Supports 
Federal Grant For GUI

The Gx'eenbelt city council held a special meeting on Mon¬ 
day, August 23, in order to consider city liability and workmen’s 
compensation insurance bids, a National Endowment for the Arts 
Grant, a sidewalk on Greenbriar property, and resolution of a 
neighborhood dispute over a basketball hoop that had been erected 
illegally on city right-of-way at the end of Tamarisk Court. 
Following the special meeting, council organized as a committee 
of the whole for a brief work session to discuss priorities for 
proposed expenditures from the reserves for capital improvements. 


At the recommendation of city 
manager James Giese, the council 
decided to defer a decision regard¬ 
ing insurance until the special 
meeting which is scheduled for 
August 30. According to Giese, no 
bids; were offered by carriers oth¬ 
er than the present insurer be¬ 
cause agents from several comp¬ 
anies had advised him that there 
was not sufficient time allowed 
for them to put bids together. 

GHI Grant 

After considerable discussion, 
council approved a request by 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. for the city 
to make application to the Nation¬ 
al Endowment for the Arts for a 
planning grant relating to the re¬ 
habilitation of Federal govern¬ 
ment-built housing in the city. 
GHI did not apply in its own name 
because it was not eligible to re¬ 
ceive funds, but it offered to per¬ 
form all of the administrative 
tasks and provide both in-kind 
and a cash contribution of $10,000. 

Councilman Richard Pilski raised 
a number of questions regarding 
the roles of the city and GHI, with 
the implication that the city might 
be getting into a complex matter. 
It was pointed out by councilman 
Thomas White, however, that dur 
mg the last council session it was 
Pilski who had made such a big 
point of working out “cooperative” 
relationships with GHI. 

Councilman Charles Schwan and 
Richard Castaldi, in supporting the 
reqxrest, pointed out, among other 
things, that there was precedent 
for the city obtaining funds at 
lower costs in order to benefit a 
segment of the community, that 
GHI has come to the rescue of the 
city on occasion in the past, and 
that rehabilitating and maintain¬ 
ing housing structures within the 
aity is a legitimate area of concern 
to the Council. 

Manager Giese also pointed out 
Chat the particular grant was not 
like a usual governmental pro¬ 
gram, but was directed to a spe¬ 
cial concern — the preservation of 
historical sites and buildings — 
which would only apply to GHI 
in this instance. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld summed 
the whole discussion up by stat¬ 
ing that he felt the Greenbelt 
government should always be used 
to assure that the maximum am¬ 
ount of resources shall be allo¬ 
cated to the city or any portion 
of the city.' 

Greenbriar Sidewalk 

In approving waivers for the 
construction of Hanover Parkway 
and Mandan Road (Greenbriar), 
the city required that a sidewalk 
be installed along Greenbelt Road 
adjacent to the Greenbriar pro¬ 
perty. The city recently received 
a letter from the Maryland State 
Highway Administration in which 
ft stated that Greenbriar was being 
required to widen Greenbelt Road 
by an additional lane adjacent to 
!<ts property. However, it became 
apparent that no sidewalk xv*s 
being required for a considerable 
portion near the Baltimore-Wash- 
mgton Parkway. 

Council unanimously voted to in¬ 
form the State that it should do 
everything possible to assure the 
safety of the anticipated increase 
m hikers and bikers who will be 
using the road when the new school 
opens. The letter urging construc¬ 
tion of both sidewalks and bike 
paths would also be sent to our el¬ 
ected State representatives. 

\ Hassle Over Hoop 

The city had received a com¬ 
plaint that a basketball hoop had 
been illegally placed adjacent to 
the street pavement at the end of 
famerisk Court. At a special 
meeting on August 16, however, 
■founcil received a petition from 
several residents asking the city 
to approve leaving the hoop in 


place. At that, council asked that 
the manager see if he couldn't get 
the disputing parties together, but 
two families advised the city that 
the hoop had already been in place 
a sufficient amount of time for 
them to determine that it was ob¬ 
jectionable. All parties to the dis¬ 
pute were present, and since noth¬ 
ing had changed in the interim, 
council turned the matter over to 
the city manager for appropriate 
action, recommending that the hoop 
should be removed within a week’s 
time. 

Capital Improvement 

At a eommittee-of-the-whole 
meeting following the special 
meeting, council recommended that 
capital improvement reserves be 
used for paving the pathway along 
Crescent Road from Boxwood to 
St. Hugh’s, and that, if there were 
sufficient funds, a bicycle path 4’ 
wide should be built adjacent to 
the sidewalk on the east side be¬ 
tween Greenbelt Road and the en¬ 
trance to Lake Park. Other pro¬ 
posed work was deferred for fu¬ 
ture discussion when more facts 
were to be obtained regarding the 
future amounts of money to he 
made available to Greenbelt through 
revenue sharing funds.

City Manager’s^Statement 
On Parcel 7 Development 

Excerpts from city manager James K . Giese's report of August 
13, 1976 to the city council on a ball field for parcel 7 appears 
below : 

Without piping the drainage channel crossing the property (which 
would be costly), and providing for adequate buffers and other uses as 
previously discussed, recommended and approved, this 8-acre tract is 
suitable for developing with either a baseball field or a football or soccer 
field or a combination of all three. A combination youth baseball-softball 
field with a 225 foot outfield could be added in place of a free play area. 

At the July 14, 1975 council meeting a motion was adopted unani¬ 
mously authorizing the city manager to have prepared a grading plan 
and sediment control plan providing for a playground near the corner of 
Lastner and Ivy Lanes, a football or baseball field at the southern end of 
the property near Crescent and Ridge Roads, an open stream across the 
property, free play area and buffer strips near the homes. At the July 14, 
1976 meeting, the city manager presented the council with alternative 
preliminary layout plans prepared by John D. Emler and Associates as 
a first step towards accomplishing council's motion. The only difference in 
the two plans, which provided for all facilities specified in the motion, 
is that one plan provides a combination baseball-football field and the 
other provides a football-only field. 

The Park and Recreation Advisory Board recommended that council 
approve the plan providing for a combined baseball-football field with 
some minor modifications at its April 22 meeting. 

In considering the development of this parcel, some attention should 
be given to the conditions under which it was acquired. The city funds 
for this acquisition were made available out of the proceeds of the 1969 
bond issue. This issue was approved at a referendum held on November 
26, 1968. At that time one of the reasons for acquiring additional park 
land was stated to be to provide for additional ball fields and Parcel 7 
was specifically identified as a suitable site for ball fields. At that time, 
no one to my knowledge expressed opposition to buying park land for 
ball field development or developing ball fields on Parcel 7. To date, 
although most land designated to be acquired in 1969 has been acquired, 
no land has been designated for ball field use. 

Would the support for land acquisition and the bond issue in 1969 
have been as great if the city had not indicated that it would acquire land 
for additional athletic fields? . . . 

Council requested a cost estimate for undertaking the proposed 
preliminary plans. Mr. Emler’s estimate is attached to this report. For 
the single football-soccer field, the cost - if all the work were contracted 
to a construction firm - is $96,490. For the alternative, with the combin¬ 
ation baseball-football-soccer field, the cost would be $118,051. 

There are at present no significant funds available for park develop¬ 
ment. I have indicated, however, that if a development plan were ap¬ 
proved and grades established, our Public Works Department could, 
from time to time, undertake with its crew developmental work towards 
accomplishing this plan. Such a procedure would prolong completion 
of the development but would reduce the cost. 

It is the recommendation of the city staff that either of the two 
alternative preliminary plans represents a reasonable compromise between 
the needs of the community and the needs and concerns of the neigh¬ 
borhood, that the impact of this development upon the neighborhood 
would be minimal, that the accomplishment of the plan would add to the 
value of the homes adjoining the park, that the plans would benefit 
primarily the children of Greenbelt, many of whom live in the nearby 
single family homes, and that either one or the other of the two pre¬ 
liminary plans should be approved as the development plan for parcel 7, 
the plan providing for the combined baseball-football- soccer field being 
the preferred alternative.

area, extending Lakeside’s prob¬ 
lems to Boxwood.”

Joe 
O’Loughlin reminded everyone that 
the taxes of non-Boxwooders had 
been primarily used to purchase 
parcel 7, which otherwise might 
have been developed as a neigh¬ 
borhood shopping center. He appeal 
ed to council to support the ball- 
field. Ballfields do not have an ad¬ 
verse effect on neighborhoods, he 
said: “we are not building a Lor- 
ton but a bailfield for kids to use 
. . . they don’t have to be perfect 
fields” 

Castaldi observed that many of 
the apartment developments in¬ 
clude certain recreational facili¬ 
ties such as pools and tennis 
courts, which were not provided 
by the Boxwood developers and 
which are, therefore, provided by 
the community. He also noted that 
developers of newer apartment and 
townhouse developments such as 
Greenbriar and Windsor Green 
must also dedicate some land or 
money for open space or recreation 
use. 

PRAB member Mary Clarke said 
she was a former Greenbelt ap¬ 
artment dweller and was distres¬ 
sed to see residents of different 
areas turned against each other. 
“All residents pay taxes,” she 
said. 

Lakesiclers Join In 
Boxwood Villagers were not the 
only ones who viewed the need for 
organized activities and ballfields 
as overstated. George Loutsch of 
Lakeside welcomed Boxwood Vil¬ 
lagers for joining the campaign 
against expansion of the recrea¬ 
tion and organized sports pro¬ 
grams. He took the opportunity Xu 
take a swipe at the city for its 
program of upgrading the Braden 
Field lights at both the ballfields 
and tennis courts. In view of the 
energy crises, he sugegsted that 
the lighting program be cut back 
and, in the case of the tennis 
courts, be eliminated. 

He was joined by Joe Hanyok 
of Lakeside, who suggested that 
the Lake-Park area be allowed to 
revert to its natural state — “leave 
parcel 7 to the squirrels and chip¬ 
munks.” He saw the city staff’s 
recommendations for ballfields as 
“empire building” by the city 
manager and recreation depart¬ 
ment. 

Ben Goldfaden of Lakeside com¬ 
mended the city report. He defend¬ 
ed the organized sports program, 
but thought that the need for fields 
would be diminished if the recrea¬ 
tion department “rearranged its 
philosophy” by limiting the par¬ 
ticipation of non-residents. 

Recreation director Hank Irving 
replied that 100 percent of the 
participants in the Boys and Girls 
Club and the Little League were 
Greenbelters. He also noted that 35 
percent of the Boys and Girls Club 
membership came from Boxwood 
Village last year and envisioned 
the club would be the main user 
of the parcel 7 field. Irving said 
that the majority of the adults on 
the men’s and women’s league are 
residents of Greenbelt. 

Sanitary Landfill 
After nearly two hours of dis¬ 
cussion on parcel 7, the meeting 
moved on to other sites when 
Schwan observed that “we still 
need the ballfields. If parcel 7 is 
not developed, then where?” 

The 4-acre sanitary landfill on 
Northway extended was given the 
most attention. Giese said that the 
site needs additional clean fill, 
costing about $30,000. To seed, 
grade, improve Northway Road to 
the site by surface treating, pro¬ 
vide fencing, and construct a gra¬ 
vel parking area would cost an¬ 
other $25,000. 

The site was considered highly 
suitable for lighted ball fields be-
